Why n Prevana ti> • Osaa lw mast la 
Wtator Tliaa la aiiinaMr. - 

Discussing the distribution of Irphoid 
fever III Ulilhnm. Ur. Niven. the medi- 
c:il olUcur of health, refers to the wcll- 
wn tendency of this disease to lire- 
vail in the colder rather than in the 
armar Bmi$h|^ In Jibe ease of bis 
distrlot lie interprela It by explaining 
that there is a general inHusnoe in 
operation which la for the most part 
ombined with influences ocling spo-. 
ially ill tlie winter months. That 
general inllucuce lie describes as either 
the admission of sewer air Into houses 
by means of defective drain arrange- 
ments, or the action of polluted subsoil 
water, or the two combined. Open 
doors and windows In summer 
'educe to a minimum the 
evils thus resulting. But in the winter 
iijiirious emanations are drawn into 
dwellings by the aid of internal warmth 
of the lires, and the foul air is penned 
n by reason of closed doors and win- 
-s. Tills expl.'iualion has often 
11 referred to bv various oiru-ei s ol 
healtii, and the clrcnmstancesdescribod 
must bo regarded ns having an im. 
portant bearing both upon typhoid 
ver and other conditions of hoalth. 
Vonlilatiou of houses is ns much needed 
in winter as In HUiiitner. and weshould 
like to see proviibsd a by-law which re- 
quires every iionio to be built oa a site 
covered with a layer of good cement 
concrete evorywhoro adopted and oar> 
ried out By sooh meaiu alone can 
the suction into dwelllnga of subsoil 
air, whioh Is always open to suspicion, 
be preTentod.— Louden Zonest

room. In some places the price of gas 
Is yd kc|it low, but as the piping for 
aud dislrifaaMon of gas is fast getting 
into tho hnnd.s of largo companies, 
there Is, reasoning from analogy, 
every reason to believe that the cost lo 
consumers will bo mainly governwl by 
the price ot'Oealt But even tben the 
matter of eonvenienee will make it a 
favorite fuel for many purposes, and 
w in doubtless excite inventors to de- 
vise belter means of making cheap 
eas from coal; this, it is believed by 
many, will bo in n few years tho f.i 
ii ite fuel when . large quantities are 
led. In the mean line there is no 
reason for manufacturers wlia are si^ 
tinted so as to got cheap coal to een< 
template the extinction of thi^lr busi- 
noss through tho coniji 'i ilion of ua'- 
iiral ga.s. With aiicii abuiidaneo of 
coal, so eaally brought to the surface, 
the fuel queatio'n in this country will 
tako care of llself for some thousands 
of years to come.

The panels are 13 f<et in length, and 
are niaile of hoards six Inches wide and 
1} iiK'lir.-i in Ihickiiesa. Boarda of tho 
same thiokiioss, 4 Inches widn and 4 
feet in Inngtli. are mod for Iho u|)- 
rights. Tbreo-lnch wrought nails are 
used, and well clinched, two at each 
place of contact Three nprlghta are 
used for each length. The bottom 
boanl is nailod 1.5 inohes from the 
ground, and the tivo other boards arc 
nailed on wilh 8-ir.ch apace between 
tho boards, making 4 feet In height. 
It is set up In a straight line, with the 
panels fooing each way alternately, 
and the nprighta locking pa.st each 
other, thua holding all tight length- 
wise. Snitablo stakes m-e driven, ono 
ou each side where ilie jianels liip. and 
a cap of common .tnnealcil feiice- 
cnp wiro placed tightly around 
thoni above the panels; or shorter 
stakes may be used and tbe wire passed 
aronnd tbe stakes and uprights, and 
honked logetfior so as to bo oaally ro- 
inoviHl. If holes aro niado for tho 
stakes wilh a liar anil Ihe stakes driven 
so as to stand tii iii, llie fmien is secured 
agninat any onlinary iviml; and al- 
though only three G-inrh boanis aro 
nsed to tho length, it is perfectly oafo 
if sot 6 feet away from corn or other 
grain.

The water faiuina .lills prevails 
over a large portion of Western K.n- 
tncky, and in the territory round 
alioul llopkiii.ville particularly.

Springs and ciatarn. havo gone dry. 
Hundred, of rainllit. in Ilopkln.villo 
get a scanty water anpply from llielr 
more favored nelghbora, with much 
trouble. Waslior-women have water 
hauled from a water course over 
wlio.e bed t current has not flowed 
for monthn, .tvn for a few brief Inter- 
val.. The pool, in the bed of Little 
Uivar are kept alive by tbe flow of 
■ umerou. .prhig. along Ita courae, 
and the green color of eonie of these 
pool, which conttltnte tbe aupply of 
atock end laundry water an euggei< 
tive of malarial ferert, rather than of 
oletnlineu and purlfloation, 

Thia la tbe unpletttnt titnatlon In 
which HopkinavUle, with a popula 
tlon of over 0,000 toula, flnda iUelf to 
day. Her water aupply la mlHrtbly 
i n tdeq u tte. alt ber for kl lobon or lauu 
dry. Wo an In the midet of a water 
famine. Tbo oldest Inhabiunt taye 
that be hu narerwitnaaaad lU like 
in thit region. Then bu been noth- 
ing like It, we an told, for flfly year. 
But fr^, pure wboteiome water, la 
a dally neoeeaity, and If It faila u e, 
partially or altogether, onoe In flfty 
yeare, It le u bad for that year, u 
ihoagb tbe fhmlue wu an annual af- 
fair. To oat off a city'e water aupply 
Ibr a tingle weak would produce roon 
euffering and nieery than to cjoee ita 
etorae, work-ebope, aehool^ tnd 
ohurcbee Ibr a year. 

Evidently It will not do to deity to 
provide an ample tupply of water for 
Hopklnirlllo for another year. It la 
now the Imperative, parainonnt tnd 
urgent want of thepeop)o,ahdli nec- 
ettary forln' tlih and comfort. We ^ 
truat that » ninti r of aucli practi- , he ha. boon 
ctl tnd Koneral concern will receive 
tbe prompt consideration which It de- 
mand*. If nothing better can be 
dona, walla abould be aunk lu the
